Miss.Code Ann., § 5-8-21 (1972) provides a conviction for violation of the lobbying law, for the first offense, carries a penalty of a maximum
of six (6) months in jail and a fine of One Thousand Dollars ($1,000); and for subsequent offenses a maximum of three(3) years in the
penitentiary and a fine of Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000).
